URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  General  Sanitary  Conditions  of 
Lytham,  for  your  perusal. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  our  death 
rate,  infantile  mortality,  and  fever  statistics,  are  as  satisfactory 
as,  and  even  show  a  slight  improvement  on,  those  of  past 
years  ;  they  have  always  been  excellent,  and  have  been 
favourably  commented  on  by  residents  as  well  as  visitors. 

The  opening  of  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  the 
completion  of  a  combined  Refuse  Destructor  and  Pumping 


Scheme  for  Sewage  are  events  of  recent  date  ;  new  and 
up-to-date  Slaughter-houses,  and  a  modern  steam  Disinfector 
will,  I  hope,  soon  be  erected,  and  will  enable  us  with  con¬ 
fidence  to  anticipate  a  continuance  of  the  high  standard  of 
Public  Health,  which  is  one  of  Lytham’s  most  valuable  assets.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

I  estimate  the  population  of  the  district  to  be  7,750, 
3,170  males  and  4,580  females.  The  Census  of  April,  1901, 
returned  our  population  at  7,185,  exclusive  of  visitors  ;  we  are  now 
credited  with  the  very  reasonably  estimated  increase  of  565  over 
that  number. 

The  district  is  steadily  progressing  in  size  and  importance, 
over  1,700  houses  now  being  occupied,  and  the  increase  in  popula¬ 
tion  is  almost  entirely  due  to  immigration,  particularly  into  the 
S.W.  Ward,  i.e.,  Ansdell,  Fairhaven,  and  Commonside. 

The  average  number  of  occupants  per  house  is  4’5. 

The  estimated  population  of  7,750  is  distributed  in  the 
various  Wards  as  follows  : —

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  52  weeks  of  1903  is 
140 — 72  boys  and  68  girls — which  represents  a  birth  rate  of  18*1 
per  1,000  per  annum.  Last  year  the  birth  rate  was  19*3,  and  18*5 
for  the  quinquennium  1897 — 1901.  This  year’s  rate  is  below  the 
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return  for  the  preceding  year,  and  shows  a  gradual  and  consistent 
decline.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  during  1902  was  28'6 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Below  is  a  table  showing  how  the  140  births  were  distributed 
in  the  various  Wards,  where  they  are  arranged  alongside  the  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  so  as  to  demonstrate 
the  relation  borne  by  the  infantile  mortality  to  the  number  of  births 
in  each  sub-division  of  the  district.

MORTALITY. 

The  District  Registrar’s  Returns  show  that  the  total  number 
of  deaths  was  104,  viz.,  54  males  and  50  females  ;  8  of  these 
occurred  amongst  people  not  included  in  the  estimate  of  7,750 
people  residing  in  the  town,  consequently  there  were  96  deaths 
amongst  residents,  including  4  deaths  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  and 
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the  Fylde  Joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  gross  death 
rate  was  13 ‘4  per  1,000  per  annum,  and  the  rate  (in  which  we  are 
more  interested)  amongst  residents  12*4;  this  is  highly  satisfactory, 
and  a  great  improvement  on  recent  years.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  during  1902  was  16 ’3,  and  for  the  76  great 
towns  17*4. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  amount  to  20, 
or  an  average  of  142  per  1,000  children  born;  this  rate  also  shows 
a  distinct  improvement  on  recent  years.  The  causes  assigned  to 
this  large  mortality  amongst  the  young  were  : —

The  S.E.  and  N.W.  Wards  again  take  the  palm  for  having 
the  lowest  death  rates.  These  two  Wards  have  each  year,  since  I 
first  began  to  show  the  Ward  death  rates  separately,  yielded  very 
favourable  returns. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

Lytham  suffered  no  alarming  visitation  of  any  notifiable 
Infectious  Disease  last  year.  It  is  true  that  during  October  and 
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November  there  was  a  certain  prevalence  of  mild  Measles,  many  of 
the  cases  having  arisen  from  the  infection  distributed  by  some 
children  whose  parents  had  carelessly  failed  to  isolate  them.  I  am 
glad  to  think  that  such  neglect  is  only  occasional  in  our  district. 

The  total  number  of  notifiable  infectious  cases  was  46, 
compared  with  59  in  1902,  and  this  is  the  more  satisfactory  when 
one  remembers  that  our  population  has  been  steadily  increasing 
during  this  period.  I  attribute  the  improvement  in  our  Fever 
Statistics  entirely  to  the  Moss  Side  Fever  Hospital,  of  which 
Institution  I  have  on  all  sides  heard  a  very  favourable  account. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  are  Smallpox,  Scarlet 
Fever,  Measles,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Diarrhoea,  and 
Fever;  these  were  responsible  for  8  deaths  out  of  the  gross 
mortality  of  104,  thus  giving  a  Zymotic  death  rate  of  DO  per  1000 
per  annum,  which,  in  face  of  the  outbreak  of  Measles  (6  deaths),  is 
satisfactory. 

SCAELET  FEVER. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  show  a  diminution  of  about  50 
per  cent,  over  the  cases  that  occurred  in  1902.  The  cases  were  24 
in  number,  and  the  majority  broke  out  in  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year  ;  more  than  half  of  them  were  certainly  imported  by 
visitors  from  other  towns,  the  remainder  became  infected  in  the 
town. 

The  character  of  the  complaint  has  of  late  been  very  mild, 
so  much  so  as  to  occasionally  render  the  diagnosis  difficult ;  there 
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has  happily  been  no  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  this  year,  and 
only  one  during  the  last  three  years. 

We  hope  that  improved  sanitary  conditions  and  early  re¬ 
moval  of  all  cases  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  where,  generally  speak¬ 
ing,  patients  have  much  greater  care  bestowed  on  them  than  they 
would  have  in  their  own  homes,  will  always  ensure  a  low  rate  of 

mortality  and  prevent  the  possibility  of  any  fatal  visitation  such 
as  is  the  experience  of  many  towns. 

In  all  cases  a  full  enquiry  into  all  the  circumstances  was 
made,  and  every  possible  precaution  against  extension  of  the 
disease  was  taken. 

I  attribute  our  satisfactory  Scarlet  Fever  statistics  to  the 
Fylde  Joint  Infectious  Hospital,  for,  speaking  personally,  I  have 
very  little  confidence  in  home  isolation  for  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
in  the  majority  of  cases. 

SMALLPOX. 

Smallpox  has  of  late  been  prevalent  all  over  the  country, 
and  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  Lytham  to  escape  with  only  2 
cases.  Both  occurred  in  the  Spring,  and  were  of  course  imported 
into  the  town  from  districts  where  the  disease  was  then  prevalent. 
They  were  promptly  removed  to  the  Elswick  Smallpox  Hospital 
and  every  possible  precaution  was  taken  against  any  further 
spread  of  infection ;  in  this  we  were  fortunately  successful. 

The  members  of  the  medical  profession  (who  are  the  only 
people  competent  to  express  an  opinion)  are  confident  that  the  only 
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safeguards  against  this  loathsome  disease  are  vaccination  and  re¬ 
vaccinations  ;  this  has  been  established  over  and  over  again,  and  I 
hope  that  the  inhabitants  of  Lytham  will  run  no  risk  of  contract¬ 
ing  Smallpox  through  not  having  adopted  this  simple  precaution. 
Parliament  has  left  the  matter  in  such  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
that  the  only  method  remaining  for  Public  Health  Officials  is  to 
appeal  to  the  common-sense  of  the  community. 

TYPHOID  FEVER, 

Sixteen  cases  have  been  notified,  death  occurring  in  one. 
This  number  is  slightly  in  excess  of  recent  years,  but  not  re¬ 
markably  so  when  the  increase  in  population  is  taken  into  account. 
The  disease  broke  out  at  all  the  seasons  of  the  year,  the  most  in 
August,  when  7  occurred;  this  outbreak  (a  localised  one)  being  due 
to  some  defective  street  gullies.  With  the  prompt  assistance  of 
the  Surveyor  the  defects  were  rectified,  and  no  more  cases  were 
afterwards  notified  from  the  neighbourhood  ;  of  the  remainder  I 
consider  that  5  of  the  patients  imported  the  infection  from 
neighbouring  towns.  The  cases  were  distributed  through  the 
various  Wards  as  follows  : —

MEASLES. 

After  a  long  spell  of  comparative  immunity,  Measles 
appeared  in  the  Autumn,  and  at  once  made  up  for  lost  time. 
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This  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  and  the  two  sources  of  information 
open  to  us  are  (a)  information  of  the  cases  willingly  given  by  the 
schoolmasters,  (b)  the  death  returns  ;  the  latter  are  but  a  slight 
help  in  dealing  with  the  disease,  the  principal  information  that 
can  be  gained  from  them  being  with  regard  to  its  virulence. 

A  great  number  of  children  were  affected,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  close  for  a  period  St.  Cuthbert’s,  St.  John’s,  and 
St.  Peter’s  Schools  for  the  following  reasons  : — 

1.  The  time  of  the  year  was  favourable  for  the  spread 

of  Measles. 

2.  There  had  been  a  considerable  period  of  comparative 

freedom. 

3.  The  suddenness  of  the  onset  indicated  that  the 

disease  was  going  to  spread. 

The  result  of  the  closure  was  very  satisfactory— -the  epidemic 
abated  almost  at  once.  The  number  of  deaths  that  resulted 
was  6. 

The  notification  of  Measles  has  been  the  subject  of  many 
experiments,  but  has  never,  as  far  as  I  know,  been  accompanied  by 
Hospital  isolation,  which  would,  owing  to  the  tender  age  of  the 
patient,  be  often  impracticable,  while  another  difficulty  is  that  the 
disease  is  most  infectious  in  its  earlier  stages  before  the  rash.  The 
proper  course  is  to  continue  to  treat  Measles  by  education  rather 
than  by  notification  and  legislation. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Statistics  are  most  favourable  this  year,  only  1  case  being 
notified,  compared  with  1  in  1902  ;  2  in  1901;  and  1  in  1900. 
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We  do  not  expect  to  receive  notification  of  many  cases  in  a  town 
like  Lytham,  where  so  much  attention  is  given  to  sanitary  matters, 
and  our  average  incidence  is  much  below  that  for  all  England,  and 
that  of  similar  towns  located  at  no  great  distance  away. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Three  cases  were  notified,  death  occurring  in  one  case  at  the 

age  of  76.  The  houses  in  all  cases  were  inspected  and  found  to  be 
in  a  satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  cases  were  probably  few  in  number  ;  one  infant  under 
12  months  of  age  died. 

DIARRHOEA. 

This  symptom  of  several  diseases  is  the  cause  of  many 
deaths  throughout  the  country.  It  is  preventable,  and  occasionally 
taken  as  a  rough  index  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  a  town.  Our 
statistics,  as  one  would  expect,  are  excellent.  I  am  not  aware 
that  there  have  been  any  cases,  but  there  have  certainly  been  no 
deaths. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 

Phthisis  deaths  ...  7.  Death  rate  ...  *9. 

These  diseases  (including  Phthisis)  are  associated  with 
insanitary  conditions  which  tend  to  lower  the  general  health. 
Improved  sanitation  is  accompanied  by  a  diminished  mortality  for 
these  forms  of  disease,  but  statistics  to  prove  this  would  be  difficult 
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to  produce  in  a  health  resort  such  as  Lytham,  where  there  is  a 
steady  immigration  into  the  town  of  Phthisical  patients  hoping  to 
benefit  by  a  change  to  purer  air  and  more  healthy  surroundings. 

I  take  the  opportunity  of  repeating  that  the  Sanitary 
Department  are  willing  to  disinfect  rooms  occupied  by  Phthisical 
patients,  free  of  charge,  on  application  at  the  Council  Offices. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Building  operations  have  been  carried  on  chiefly  in  the 
S.W.  Ward,  and  a  considerable  extension  of  the  public  sewers  has 
taken  place  there.  The  efficient  state  of  the  sewers  has  been 
maintained ;  they  have  been  systematically  flushed  every  day 
during  the  dry  season,  and  to  prevent  the  street  gullies  from 
acting  as  sewer  ventilators  these  latter  are  also  kept  well  flushed. 
These  steps  have  materially  lessened  the  complaints  about  nuisances 
from  them.  The  method  of  ventilation  is  principally  by  surface 
grids  ;  some  ventilating  shafts  having  been  erected  in  the  past  and 
several  during  this  year,  and  I  hope  that  in  course  of  time  all 
surface  ventilating  grids  will  be  closed,  after  having  been  replaced 
by  shafts,  as  there  is  no  comparison  to  be  drawn  between  the  two 
systems  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view.  A  large  number  of 
the  old  brick  gullies  have  been  removed  during  the  year,  and  re¬ 
placed  by  modern  earthenware  ones — a  great  sanitary  reform 
which  will  be  continued  till  the  few  brick  ones  that  remain  are

all  done  away  with. 
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Scavenging  of  the  streets  has  been  carefully  attended  to 
and  the  gullies  emptied  regularly.  Trade  refuse,  especially  from 
food  shops,  has  been  removed  many  times  during  the  week. 

Ashpits  have  been  cleared  of  their  contents  once  a  fortnight, 
and  the  ashbins  once  a  week,  by  the  men  in  the  Councirs  employ. 
The  Destructor  receives  the  refuse  and  destroys  it  without  giving 
rise  to  any  complaints  of  nuisance,  and  at  the  same  time  provides 
the  power  for  pumping  the  sewage. 

Many  house  drains  have  been  blocked,  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  result  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  occupier  or  an 
inefficient  flush. 

The  drains,  soil-pipes  and  sanitary  fittings  of  153  houses 
have  been  tested  by  the  smoke  machine,  and  in  a  great  many  cases 
defects  were  located  and  remedied.  All  letters,  notices,  &c.,  sent  to 
owners  where  nuisances  were  found  have  been  complied  with.  In 
no  case  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings.

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PRIVY  AND  WATER-CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  has  again  been  devoted  to  nuisances  arising  from  foul 
privy-middens,  especially  as  to  the  percolations  arising  therefrom. 
In  some  few  cases  the  owners  were  content  to  have  the  privies 
cemented  and  otherwise  made  to  comply  with  the  bye-laws,  but 
the  majority  undertook  the  more  rational  policy  of  substituting 
water-closets  for  privies.  No  fewer  than  38  privies  were  abolished, 
water-closets  being  substituted  for  them ;  and  64ashpits  have 
been  abolished,  ashbins  being  substituted  for  them. 

In  previous  years  the  process  of  conversion  has  been  slow 
and  half-hearted,  so  that  privy-middens  are  still  found  in  con¬ 
siderable  numbers  in  the  town ;  a  great  nuisance  and  danger  to 
to  health  arising  therefrom.  It  is  obvious  that  much  time  must 
be  devoted  to  their  conversion  during  the  ensuing  12  months,  and 
they  will  be  abolished  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  Public  would  do  well,  having  regard  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  two -gallon  water  cistern,  to  flush  the  outside  water-closets 
as  frequently  as  possibly  and  whenever  an  opportunity  presents 
itself. 

THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  new  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  which  came  into 
operation  on  January  1st,  1902,  was  too  late  for  comment  last  year. 
It  imposes  several  new  duties  on  the  local  authorities,  these  duties 
varying  according  as  the  particular  place  comes  under  the  term 
Factory  or  Workshop. 
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In  the  case  of  Factories  the  duties  are  few,  but  as  regards 
Workshops  they  may  be  classed  as  follows  i — 

1.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  Workshops  generally, 

including  (a)  cleanliness  ;  (b)  air  space  ; 

(c)  ventilation  ;  (d)  drainage. 

2.  Provision  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

3.  Special  sanitary  arrangements  for  Bakehouses, 

such  as  lime-washing,  floor  level,  closets,  etc. 

4.  Homework. — To  prevent  homework  being  done  in 

unwholesome  dwellings  or  where  dangerous 

O 

infectious  disease  exists. 

The  Council  is  now  required  to  keep  a  Register  of  ail 
Workshops  in  the  District. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  24  Workshops  in  the 
District,  all  of  which  have  been  measured  and  are  from  time  to 
time  inspected  ;  they  are  all  in  a  cleanly  state,  fairly  well  ventilated, 
not  overcrowded,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  sufficient. 

There  are  12  Bakehouses  in  the  District,  all  of  which 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  are  a  credit  to  the 
town  ;  on  all  occasions  when  visited  they  have  been  found  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

His  Majesty’s  Factory  Inspector  has  only  very  rarely  had 
to  direct  my  attention  to  minor  sanitary  defects  in  the  Workshops; 
I  immediately  took  steps  to  carry  out  his  recommendations  and 
report  to  him  thereon.  The  very  general  readiness  and  anxiety  to 
fulfil  these  requirements  of  the  Factory  Act  have  been  noticeable. 
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DISINFECTION 

Has  been  carried  on  under  difficulties;  the  present  apparatus 
is  an  old-fashioned  hot  dry  air  oven,  which  requires  a  considerable 
time  to  heat  up,  and  is  not  reliable  in  its  work.  No  more  criticism 
need  be  made,  for  it  is  proposed  at  an  early  date  to  erect  a  new 
one,  (a  Washington  Lyon’s),  close  to  the  Destructor  Works,  and 
then  we  shall  be  able  to  carry  out  the  highly  important  work  of 
disinfecting  infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  in  a  more  thorough 
manner  than  previously,  and  return  them  free  from  infection 
without  any  risk  of  charring. 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  any  infectious  case,  the  patient 
has  been,  whenever  possible,  removed  to  the  Fylde  Joint  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  and  the  rooms  disinfected  with  the  Formic 
Aldehyde  lamp.  When  necessary,  the  officers  of  the  Parish 
Schools,  the  Libraries,  and  the  Manager  of  the  Steam  Laundry 
were  informed.  Special  visits  have  been  paid  to  all  the  houses 
and  districts  in  which  infection  was  prevalent,  and  Izal  and  other 
disinfecting  fluid  has  been  left  free  of  charge.  Particular  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  sanitary  conditions,  the  drains  received 
thorough  examination,  and  were,  when  necessary,  put  in  order. 
This  has  more  especially  been  the  case  in  regard  to  homes  where 
Typhoid  Fever  has  broken  out. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  kept  in  a  good  condition 
during  the  year.  The  tenants  have  all  been  very  willing  to  comply 
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with  the  wishes  of  the  Officials  as  to  cleanliness  and  lime-washing. 
The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  providing  separate 
accommodation  for  the  beef  and  pork  butchers,  and  erecting  the 
new  wooden  temporary  slaughter  house  for  the  former.  This  was 
urgently  needed.  They  have  been  well  looked  after  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep 
them  clean. 


COW-SHED3,  MILK-SHOPS,  AND  DAIRIES 

Have  been  visited  at  irregular  intervals  during  the  year 
and  any  defects  there  might  have  been,  have  been  remedied.  On 
the  whole  they  were  found  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

No  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied 
by  the  Fylde  Water  Board  have  been  received.  The  gathering 
ground  is,  I  consider,  second  to  none  in  the  country,  but  the  water 
occasionally  contains  some  peaty  sediment  which  detracts  from  its 
appearance.  Our  water  supply  has  never  been  the  cause  of  any 
infectious  or  other  disease  that  I  have  been  brought  in  contact 
with  in  Lytham.
